Founder, Card Club Neerlandia; Member, 
since 1969 Awards/recognition include: 
Public Service Medal, 1996 
Congratulations to Piet & Joke Leeflang from 
all of us at Neerlandia.

Dear Readers, 

What a pleasant surprise I got on 
Australia Day, when I was awarded the 
Order of Australia Medal for services 
rendered to the Dutch Community. 

The most pleasing aspect is the fact 
I that the Australian Government with 
that award gives recognition to the 
Dutch Community in WA and that it is 
an important part of the Australian Society. 

I never expected to be awarded with an honour for doing 
something that needed to be done and that I liked doing. 
Therefore I would like to partly dedicate this medal to two 
people: The late Nico (Pa) Feddema and the late Aat Kietvit.

I also would like to thank everyone for their 
congratulations received personally, by letter, phone, per e- 
Mail and via Facebook.

Utrechtse Sprits 

For the benefit of the non-Dutch readers, this recipe is in the 
English language 

At the time you eat a botersprits, you wonder where this has 
been all your life. The soft crumbly texture, the sweet taste, the 
undeniable flavor of quality butter, sweet 
sugar and freshly zested lemon peel or 
vanilla make for an amazing combination. 
It's easiest to pipe the cookie dough 
through a star-shaped tip, but ultimately, 
it doesn't matter much what shape or size 
you give it. Just make them all the same 
size and height so that they can bake and 
colour evenly. 


Ingredients: 

230 gram quality butter, room 
temperature 
1 1/4 cup sugar 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
legg 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 cups all purpose or cake flour 
2 teaspoons lemon zest (optional) 

Cream the butter and the sugar into a pale, fluffy mass. 

Add the salt, stir once or twice, then add the whole egg and 
stir it with the paddle or by hand until the egg has been fully 
incorporated. 

Now mix in the vanilla extract. Sift the flour and divide it in 
two halves: add one half at a time to the butter and stir until 
it's absorbed. At this point you can stir in the lemon zest if 
you wish. 

Transfer the soft dough to a piping bag outfitted with a large 
star tip. Pipe the dough moving left to right on parchment 
paper, or pipe individual cookies. Just make sure they are 
approximately the same height and volume, so they can 
bake and colour evenly. 

Heat the oven to 180 degrees Celsius. Place the parchment 
paper on a baking sheet and place it in the hot oven. 

They should turn color in about fifteen minutes, and are 
ready as soon as the edges start to color golden. 

If you baked long strips, you can cut these in individual 
portions (approx 3 or 4 inches) immediately when the 
cookies come out of the oven. Let them cool while you brew 
some fresh coffee or tea and look forward to enjoy the fruits 
of your labor! 

Tip: draw two pencil lines on parchment paper, parallel to 
each other with a distance of 2.5 inches apart. 

Pipe the cookie dough in between these two lines, as seen in 
the picture. 

It will help to maintain similar size.

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Important message from the President and Committee

Festive Season 2014 

During the recent Summer Break the Committee was given the opportunity to have a critical look at the past year. 

It has been a very interesting year with a rise in new members and with an overall commitment from both 
Committee and Members to work towards a healthy future for Dutch Society Neerlandia. 

The Committee Members, in their own way, have worked hard and sometimes unreasonable hours to keep the club 
going and to provide the members with what they expect the club to deliver. 

However, after the 2013 Festive Season Celebrations, the Committee has come to the limit of what is humanly 
possible for a small bunch of willing people. 

Due to a shortage of active committee members or due to active committee members having full time jobs outside 
the Neerlandia activities we, the committee, have decided that the club and the members have to travel in a 
different direction and change the way that functions have been organised for over the past 20+ years. 

It is unsustainable that such a small committee dedicates the whole of the month November and the best part of 
December to the various seasonal functions that have traditionally occurred at that time of year. 

After consideration, assessment, feedback from partners and in the knowledge that two of our hard working 
Committee members will be stepping down during 2014, we have come to the realization that Neerlandia as an 
organization needs a structural overhaul. 

It is therefore that, with regret, the Committee has decided that, in its present form, Dutch Society Neerlandia is 
unable to entertain the subgroups and organizations in the way they are accustomed to. Consequently, we strongly 
advise the Neerlandia sub-groups and organizations, which have until recently and for many years, used or rented 
our hall and requested the assistance of Committee Members to facilitate their functions, to look for different 
venues than the Clubhouse for their 2014 Christmas functions or to advise the Neerlandia Committee that they will 
no longer be holding their traditional Christmas function. 

Alternatively we invite the sub-clubs, the choir and DACWA, both care team and CVS/HVS, to appoint two 
representatives to become a member of the Neerlandia Social Committee and thus take responsibility for the 
organization of functions held in the Neerlandia Clubhouse. These representatives will attend every Social 
Committee meeting (once a month on the first Monday of the month). This responsibility includes preparations for 
functions in organizing supplies, setting up the hall, assisting with the bar and kitchen during these function and 
seeing to the aftercare like tidying up and taking care of table cloths etc.

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History of the Province of Flevoland 


FLEVOLAND 

Flevoland is a province of the Netherlands. 

Located in the centre of the country, at the location of the former Zuiderzee. 

This province was proclaimed on January 1, 1986 as the twelfth province of the 
“ country, with Lelystad as its capital. The largest city of Flevoland is Almere. 

Flag and Coat of Arms The province has approximately 399,421 inhabitants (2013) and consists of 6 

municipalities. 

1 Almere - far west of southern island 

2 Dronten - far east of southern island 

3 Lelystad - middle of northern edge of southern island 

4 Noordoostpolder - most of north-eastern polder 

5 Urk - small area on west of north-eastern polder 

6 Zeewolde - southern part of southern island 

After a flood in 1916, it was decided that the Zuiderzee, an 
inland sea within the Netherlands, would be enclosed and the 
land reclaimed. The Zuiderzee Works started to take shape 
from the on. 

Other sources indicate other times and reasons, but also agree 
that in 1932, the Afsluitdijk was completed, which closed off 
the sea completely. The Zuiderzee was subsequently 
called Ijsselmeer (lake at the end of the river IJssel). 

The first part of the new lake that was reclaimed was 
the Noordoostpolder (Northeast polder). This new land 
included the former islands of Urk and Schokland and it was 
included in the province of Overijssel. After this, other parts 
were reclaimed: the Southeastern part in 1957 and the South-western part in 1968. 

There was an important change in these post-war projects from the earlier Noordoostpolder reclamation. A narrow 
body of water was preserved along the old coast to stabilise the water table and to prevent coastal towns from losing 
their access to the sea. Thus Flevopolder became an artificial island joined to the mainland by bridges. 

The municipalities on the three parts voted to become a separate province and on 27 June 1985, Parliament passed an 
act whereby the Province of Flevoland was to be created on 1 January 1986. 

This act was published in the 360th edition of the Staatsblad (Bulletin of 
Acts and Decrees) and confirmed in its 361th edition. 

This act marked the official beginning of the Province of Flevoland as the 
Netherlands newest and twelfth province. But this region has a much 
longer history. As early as the 17th century, the hydraulic engineers were 
studying the Zuiderzee (Dutch for Southern Sea) with great interest. At 
that time, Wieringen, Marken, Schokland and Urk were islands situated 

in the Zuiderzee. 

Although the sea brought the 
Netherlands many good things, it 
could also strike out with a 

vengeance, wreaking havoc not Lelystad , Batavia stad 

only on ships but also on land. Hydraulic engineer Hendric Stevin came up 
with the idea of taming the Zuiderzee. His intention was to build a dike 
stretching from the northernmost point of North Holland along the northern 
side of the Wadden Islands to Groningen. In developing this idea, Stevin was 
Tulips and wind turbines in the polder W ay ahead of his time. 

It wasn't until the 19th century that plans of this nature became technically and financially feasible. 

An important role was played by the Zuiderzee Association, which tested out the theories developed by the engineers 
J. van der Toorn and C. Lely. Proponents of land reclamation used the flood in 1916 to sway public opinion. On 14 
June 1918, the Zuiderzee Act, which provided for the enclosure of the Zuiderzee and the reclamation of the land, was 
passed in Parliament. 
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History of the Province of Flevoland 


A government agency called the Zuiderzee Project Department was 
established on 1 May 1919. 

The location of the main dike (Afsluitdijk) was decided and the 
Northeast Polder was to be the first polder to be reclaimed from this 
new lake. On 3 October 1939 the mayors of the villages of Urk and 
Lemsterland shook hands upon the completion of a major stretch of the 
Afsluitdijk (main dike). As a result, the famous fishing island of Urk 
was no longer a real island. This was a highly emotional moment for the 
local population. In World War II, work on the Zuiderzee Project 
slowed down. But by 1940, the dike had reached the province of 
Overijssel, and in September the land had been drained. Thousands of Almere: most unusually designed housing 
workers were deployed to make it suitable for agriculture. 





During the war, the Dutch authorities used a great number of people to cultivate the 
polder land, thereby ensuring that this workforce could not be used in the Nazi war 
industry. After the war, the Ijsselmeer Polders Department began distributing the 
land and the first residential areas were built. The town of Emmeloord (part of the 
municipality of Northeast Polder) was the first to profit from the experience gained 
in the Wieringermeer Polder. Early on, the new Northeast Polder was part of the 
Province of Overijssel. 

After the creation of the 
Northeast Polder, work on 

Poldertoren Emmeloord the Eastern Flevoland Polder 

began. While the Northeast 
Polder was reserved chiefly for agriculture, Eastern Flevoland 
was to offer living space for the inhabitants from the very 
densely populated Randstad area, which includes the cities of 
Amsterdam, Rotterdam, The Hague and Utrecht. The 
provinces of North and South Holland could no longer provide 
enough residential and recreational areas for its many 
inhabitants. In Eastern Flevoland, 25% of the land was 
earmarked for purposes other than agriculture. After the 
speedy completion of the Eastern Flevoland Polder, the 
Southern Flevoland Polder followed soon after. 

Here as much as 50% of the land was set aside for non- Dronten yacht harbour 

agricultural activities. Priority was given to housing. 



Municipalities came into being and the three Ijsselmeer polders Northeast Polder, 
Eastern Flevoland and Southern Flevoland developed into a single administrative 
unit, which finally resulted in the new province. (The first polder, the 
Wieringermeer Polder, had been incorporated into the Province of North Holland, 
while the fifth polder, the Markerwaard, has yet to materialise.) The Northeast 
Polder and Urk, which had been temporarily allocated to the Province of 
Overijssel, are now once again part of Flevoland. The Northeast Polder is not 
only a polder, but also the largest municipality in this province, in terms of size. 


“De Eemhof” in Zeewolde 


The Oostvaardersplassen are located in the municipality of Lelystad, between the 
towns of Lelystad and Almere, in the province of Flevoland in the Netherlands. 

The area of 56square kilometres (22 sq. mi) is situated on the shore of 
the Markermeer in the centre of the Flevopolder. The Oostvaardersplassen can be 
divided into a wet area in the northwest and a dry area in the southeast. 

It is a landscape of shallow pools, islets and swamps. Originally, this low part of 
the new polder was destined to become an industrial area. Spontaneous settlement 
of interesting flora & fauna turned the area into a nature park, of such importance 
that the new railway-line was diverted. The recent decline in agricultural land use 
will in time make it possible to expand natural land use and connect the

Na een tijd uit elkaar gewoond te 
hebben, kon ik een drie maanden durende stage 
doen in Perth en dat was een uitstekende test om 
te zien of ik hier zou willen wonen. Ik werd 
verliefd op Australia en Perth en ben na mijn 
stage niet meer vertrokken. 

Ik groeide op in Bleiswijk een klein dorpje in 
Zuid-Holland vlakbij Rotterdam gelegen. Na 
mijn VWO opleiding wist ik dat ik wilde reizen 
en de wereld wilde zien. Ik vertrok voor 2 
maanden naar Frankrijk om op een camping te 
werken om na de zomervakantie terug te keren 
en aan mijn studie journalistiek te beginnen.

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Gerard Woerlee's last story 


For over 9 years and 
until the month of 
my 95th birthday, I 
have been giving you 
my monthly dose of 
history of the 
country of our 
origin, a country I 
fought for, a country 
where my ancestors 
lived for ages and a country I grew very fond of and 
especially 'De Zaanstreek" where I entered this world 
early 1919. 

When I was eighteen years old, I finished high school in 
1937 with good marks and had to find a job in a market 
suffering from a hard hitting depression. Instead of 
joining the dole queue, I was accepted as a 'volunteer' 
worker at the big timber company of William Pont in 
Zaandam in which my grandfather was a works manager. 
This meant a 6-day week of hard work without any pay 
or compensation, but with the prospect of an executive 
position on approval later. 

So I learned to saw imported Pine logs into specified 
timber sizes, the quality control of imported timber from 
Sweden and Russia, how to manufacture plywood, how 
to produce packing cases in the cheapest possible way 
from reject timber and off-cuts from the sawmill and the 
workings of the retail and wholesale side of the timber 
business. 

After two and a half years of work and constant study, 
war-clouds were gathering after Poland was invaded in 
September 1939.1 was called up for military service and 
joined the horse-drawn 70 mm artillery, as I loved 
dealing with horses. On the 5th of May 1940 we were 
fighting for our lives near the military aerodrome of 
Valkenburg, close to Wassenaar. We had arrived there 
only the day before from Breda, where we had been 
training in and around the 'Nieuwe Selig Kazerne'. Our 
guns were still at the railway siding in Leiden and our 
horses quartered wherever we could in Leiderdorp. We 
were camping in sheds of some tulip growers nearby the 
aerodrome. And then, in the very early morning, the 
guard awakened us with his shouts and running outside, 
we saw hundreds of parachutes slowly floating down 
around us carrying heavily armed paratroopers, together 
with motor bikes and light guns. 

It was not long that we were fighting for our mere 
existence, together with infantry battalions who were 
pulling their water cooled WWI machine-guns mounted 
on pushbike wheels. We survived on our own rations and 
bullets, as well as from those we collected from the dead 
around during those few days of combat. 

Life during the first years of German occupation went 
rather uneventful. Together with two other ex- military, I 
found a job to register males in the Zaanstreek according 


to their skills and marital status. After one and a half 
year we had a comprehensive card system when word 
had come to us that the Germans wanted to use our 
system to send these people to Germany to work in 
their factories. We decided to destroy this card system 
and as a result we had to disappear as we probably 
would be declared saboteurs to the German war-effort 
and eliminated. From that time on I could not live at 
home anymore. 

Gradually I slipped into resistance activities, inspired 
by a new job later on in the east of The Netherlands, 
where I became a representative for a timber company, 
located in Arnhem. It was there that I came into contact 
with many builders and furniture makers. The company 
also had to supply woodblocks for gas-generators on 
trucks, used for the German war effort. This enabled 
me to work together with some monasteries in the area 
to supply timber for our wood-block manufacture, 
resulting in rorting the system, as well as disabling 
many trucks that collected their supplies by putting 
sugar in the tanks filled with petrol. They needed petrol 
to kick-start the motor which had to run on wood gas. 
This was all done with the help of a trusted worker. 
During this time the Allies were moving north towards 
Holland but were halted by the big river systems, 
dividing the liberated South and the still occupied 
North. It was then that the German Army Command 
ordered the total evacuation of Arnhem's citizens, 
before the 'Battle of Arnhem' erupted on the 17th of 
September 1944 (known as operation "Market 
Garden"). Anyone seen moving around after a certain 
date would be shot, so the pamphlets were reading, 
fastened onto trees and walls. Together with the other 
lodgers, I left Arnhem with our hosting family, 
carrying some possessions and food on our pushbikes. 
We moved into an abandoned holiday bungalow in a 
bush setting not so far away. 

Shortly after I met an old acquaintance who wanted me 

to join him to 
return to 
Arnhem to 
spy for the 
Allies and 
report on 
troop 

concentrations 
with their 
armory and 
regimental 

i - numbers. And 

so during the great battle fought between the airborne 
Allies and the German Wehrmacht, later fortified with 
fanatical SS panzer troops, we roamed around for days 
in a deserted city during 17 and 25 September 1944, 
when thousands of paratroopers were fighting for 
control of the big bridge, spanning the Rhine. After a

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few days of not sleeping and consequently not being on 
full alert, I was taken prisoner by a German hiding 
behind a bush in a driveway and who pointed his 
machine pistol at me. He frog-marched me to the 
commandant of an anti-aircraft unit nearby who calmly 
threatened me to tell him all. But before I could 
respond their anti-aircraft guns started to blast their 
projectiles at overflying aircraft. In the confusion I 
escaped and made my way towards Doetinchem and 
Varsseveld, where I had good contacts. Again I was 
captured a few months later in the morning, when a 
German army unit, aided by the local 'Landwacht', 
surrounded the township of Varsseveld where I just 
happened to be. All males were rounded up and 
bundled into waiting trucks, which transported us into 
Germany, near the city of Bocholt,where we had to dig 
trenches to stop the Allied tank advance. I escaped 
later in the same day, after we arrived at the place 
where we had to start to dig, by taking a guard's 
pushbike to return to Holland, following the fading sun 
in the west. 

After Holland was free again, I made my way to Mill 
in Brabant, together with others from my resistance 
group and got shipped via Ostend and Dover to 
England as volunteers to be trained for further combat 
against the Japanese, occupying the former 
Netherlands East Indies (now Indonesia). Returning to 
Holland as a fully trained sergeant instructor for the 
then modem 25 pounder frontline assault guns, I helped to 
train the new recruits to be shipped to Java with the so called 
'Seven December Division' towards the end of 1946. We 
also re-trained the professional officers who had been 
transported to various camps by the Germans during 
wartime and in return they trained us to become officers in 
our new artillery regiment. 

And so one day while going on leave to my parents in 
Zaandam together with my friend Jan, we met two girls, in 
army uniform of the V.H.K. (Vrouwen Hulp Korps), on a 
station platform in The Hague, where we had to change trains. 
They were Jan's sister and her friend, called Anna. It was love 
at first sight and 6 weeks later Anna and I married, shortly 
before being shipped to Java on the Johan de Witt with my 
artillery regiment 8 R V.A. It was not long after our departure 
that Anna was transferred to Batavia and arrived on a K.L.M. 
flight during a journey lasting seven days. It so happened that 
Anna became the secretary of the Colonel of the VTD 
(Verplegings and Transport Dienst), a service arm providing 
my artillery regiment with petrol, ammunition etc. In her 
position she knew our movements and at times we were not 
in combat and stationary, she came through often dangerous 
areas with an armed convoy of trucks with supplies to be with 
hubby for a short time. 

It all comes to an end, so after three eventful years, we were 
migrated to Australia, now together with a 7 month old 
daughter, also named Anna. And on a cold and rainy day on 
the 9 th of October 1949 we arrived in Perth with the Mac 


Robertson Miller Airline from Darwin, an old DC3 ex air-force 
plane. 

The first years after our arrival were difficult, especially 
integrating with the Australian way of life and getting to use 
the telephone and understand the local way of speaking. But 
after five years of trying and working, we were confident that 
we had 'arrived' and became Australians. By that time we were 
operating already two building companies, constructing 
residential homes all over the metropolitan area. 

After a few years we were contacted by two persons, who 
asked us if we would be interested to start a new township, to 
be called Thomlie. They were controlling a big area of 
bushland in the City of Gosnells. We came to an agreement 
and so we started to build Thomlie, beginning with the Pegus 
Street. All houses and later the blocks of flats we built were 
designed by my wife Anna, who, without any formal training, 
had a great flair and insight of what people wanted and the 
most economical way of putting it together. Being a builder is 
just common-sense, make use of experts in the field like 
electrical, plumbing, concrete and constructional engineers and 
bingo, all one needs is lots of energy and an appreciation of 
other people's efforts. It works as it did for us. During all these 
activities, Anna also had been busy personally, increasing our 
family with two sons and another daughter. As we had no 
family backup here and no friendships from our schooldays to 
lean on, we send all our children to private schools, so they 
could possibly use the 'old school-tie' connection later on in 
life. After that they all went to University and our children 
have been successful in the direction they have chosen in life. 
But tragedy struck and after a happy marriage of nearly sixty 
years, my courageous, clever and very loyal Anna died of 
cancer, leaving me behind to face the rest of my days without 
my companion. Life goes on however and with the help of 
my family, strengthened with a positive oudook on life, I 
found happiness once again. 

And so I have come to the end of my story. Like me, I am 
sure you will be very proud of our heritage, now realizing 
that the Dutch people were the first of the Europeans who 
arrived and lived on Australian soil, mapped part of the 
country and built the first ship here in West Australia, 
named "Sloepie" in 1728. Explorer Abel Tasman, on the 3 rd 
of December 1642, even claimed possession, in name of the 
VOC, of the country now called Tasmania, previously 
called Van Diemensland, after the then Governor General of 
the VOC Antonio van Diemen. 

Great things the Dutch have achieved over the many years 
of their existence, often in very difficult times. T hin k of the 
many floods Holland had to overcome, the many invasions 
and not to forget their epic fight for freedom from the 
Spanish and recendy surviving the German invasion. With 
this all comes to mind Zeeland's coat of arms "Luctor et 
Emergo". (Ik worstel en ontzwem) 

In conclusion I well remember the Dutch Singers starting 
their concerts previously with their enthusiastic rendition 
of "Hollands Vlag,je bent mijn glorie".

How to play the Game: 

A Codebreaker is a crossword 
puzzle with no clues! Every 
letter of the alphabet has been 
replaced by a number, the same 
number represents the same 
letter aalways. All you do is find 
out which letter is represented by 
which number! 

The codes for 2 letters are 
revealed in this puzzle. When 
you have entered these letters 
throughout the puzzle, you 
should have enough information 
to start guessing your first word 
and also discover other letters. If 
you are unsure, use a pencil, then 
you can always erase mistakes. 
The last Codebreaker was 
difficult, but once the words 
“Tartan " and "Attack " were 
found, you were on the right 
track. The solution of the 
December puzzle was: 

A=17; B=19; C=18; D=24; 
E=13; F=2; G=l; H=9; 1=8; 
J=25; K=6; L=20; M=10; 

N=16; 0=4; P=21; Q=23; 

R=14; S=12; T=22; C=ll; V=7; 
W=5; X=15; Y=3; Z=26.
